a lake in eastern Washington. The 
towQ of Kahlotus is built on tlif 
shores al the kite, and since it was 
once nearly submerged by <Mte of the 
lakcV widdcn chanaji's in Icvi'l, a dike 
ton or twelve feet high haa bees built 
to protect the hwiwa igslnet aaolter 
catastrophe.' 

The lake is normally s quarter of 
II mile wido and a iiiilo and a half 
loiifT, but ut timus the water falls so 
far that the lake is hardly 150 yards 
wide. The fall is always sudden, 
and BO i« the riae that erentually fol- 
lows. Only one small ^■treain enters 
the lake, and there irno visible out- 
lot, bnt the water ia alwaya freah. 
When the railway was built through 
Kahlotus the workmen tried to carry 
the tracks aeross the lake on an em- 
bankment, but the aand was swal- 
lowed up almost as ftist as it was 
jMnired in. A difeh was then dup to 
larry i)ir the water through a tunnel 
into a nearby canyon. Half way 
through the tunnel the water found 
a cre^oe and disappeared into tiie 
earth. Where it comsi to tho saiftee 
ti;:;iin no one knows. 

Our eorresjwndent adds that on a 
ranch near the town of Kahlotus 
there is a deep well, the water of 
wli^ih nt intervals of about two 
wiiks^ rii>hes up geyuerlike to a 
lieii;lit uf several fcet above the 
ground.— Youth's CeanpanioB.
